Weekly Health Talk. 


The health talk of the Pennsylvania 


Department of 
Health is prepared 


this week by Dr. William C. Miller. 
Director, Bureau of 
Public Health 


Education. Dr. Miller says: 


'"Madam House 
Fly is 
about to 


make her bow to Pennsylvania for 
the year 1924. Whether her numbers 
be great or small is dependent en- 
tirely upon the degree of hospitality 
by which she is received. 


"Experience has shown that house 


fiies make their annual appearance in 
Pennsylvania in numbers, during the 
month of May. June shows a much 
higher fly population which, many 
times multiplied in Jul\-. reaches its 
final peak during the month of Au- 
gust. 
Flies then begin to decrease 


month by month until the last re- 
maining stragglers succumb to the 
frosts of October. 


"It has been observed, year after 


year, the number of infant 
deaths 


from intestinal diseases begins to 
mount during the month of May and 
to continuously increase, reaching its 
highest mark in August, at the time 
we have the greatest number of flies: 
then to gradually go down, as the fly 
incidence decreases. 


"It cannot be said that all cases of 


intestinal disorder in infants, during 
the summer months, are due to flies, 
because there are 
many other im- 


portant factors which bear directly 
upon baby sickness, such as improper 
feeding .bad milk, weather conditions, 
etc.. but since it 
has been demon- 


strated that intestinal disorders in 
adults as well as in infants, may be 
borne by flies, and since it has been 
noted that, in the localities where in- 
tensive fly campaigns, which resulted 
in a marked reduction of flies, there 
has been a corresponding decrease in 
the cases of infantile intestinal dis- 
orders, the fly must be regarded as 
the probable carrier in very many in- 
stances. 
"Flies are no longer regarded as 


useful scavengers. They are known 
as unnecessary and dangerous pests. 


"The proper way to get rid of flies 


is to destroy their breeding places. 
They breed in filth, accordingly, no 
filth—no flies. Flies as a rule, do not 
travel very far. Therefore, if some 
morning you notice a group of ex- 
pectant flies, gazing eagerly through 
your kitchen screen you may assume 
they have not traveled from afar off. 
They are probably from your neigh- 
bor's premises but, before starting a 
family feud, 
look carefully around 


your own back yard. 


A* To Fertilizing Corn. 


County Agent 
Underwood urges 


use of quick acting fertilizer on corn. 


Statistics show that 
the corn in 


Adams County last year had a value 
of over one million dollars. It is our 
most valuable crop. 


The period of wet weather which 


we are now having has delayed plant- 
ing two or three weeks. Some north- 
ern counties have not yet sown their 
oats. If we have early frosts this 
fall, there will be a premium placed 
on corn where it can be growrn as it 
can be in Adams County. 


We have advocated 
better seed, 


better care of seed, and hope every 
farmer has tested his seed and knows 
that it will grow. It is not past 
planting time and the question 
of 


fertilization is going to be a very im- 
portant factor in a maximum corn 
crop.

The most common fertilizer that 


has been bought this spring for corn 
35 2-8-5. Some are planning on us- 
ing 4-8-4. Because of the lateness ot

Tubercular Test. 


Tuberculosis testing in the differ- 


ent townships in Adams County looks 
fa\-orab!e. Reports coming into Ag- 
riculture Extension Association Of- 
fice indicates a widespread interest 
of farmers and stockmen. 


If their campaign to eradicate cat- 


tle tuberculosis in the State, officials 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry. 
Pennsylvania Department of Agricul- 
ture, have announced that virtualiy 
all the herds in Crawford. Jefferson 
and Mercer Counties have been test- 
ed- The widespread interest of farm- 
ers and stockmen is indicated by the 
fact that applications have been re- 
ceived for similar tests from no 
townships in eleven other counties. 


Recently the field force of the Bu- 


reau retested the entire cattle popula- 
tion of Mercer County, where 
two 


previous tests had been applied. The 
first Mercer County test was made a 
vear ago. followed by a second test 
60 davs later. The recent retest was 
applied to the infected herds, and 
those not tested originally- 


According to Dr. S. E. Bruner, in 


charge of tuberculosis eradication for 
the Bureau. Mercer County probably 
will be officially qualified as a modi- 
fied accredited area, indicating that 
not more than one-half of one per 
cent tuberculosis cattle were found 
in the latest test. 


After the county becomes omcially 


designated. quarantines will be estab- 
lished prohibiting the introduction of 
un-tested cattle, unless intended for 
immediate 
slaughter, 
asserted 
Dr. 


Bruner.

New Bedford has gone out of busi- 
ness The announcement means little 
to the present generation, but when 
the whaling industry was at its height 
zhe flag of the house of Wing, a letter 
"W" on a field of white and a red ball 
on « field of blue, was known on the 
seven seas. 


Twenry-five ships sailed under the 


Wing flag. Most of them met a tragic 
end, says London Tit-Bits. The John 
Dawson. after making a dozen voyages 
to the whaling grounds, was lost in a 
storm oft" Panama. The bark Kathleen 
was in service from 1S57 to 1902, 
when she was rammed by a whale 
and went down off the South Amer- 
ican coast. 
Several other vessels 


were crushed In the Arctic ice. 


The bark Triton, a veteran of er- 


citing experiences before the Wings 
bought her, was in the whaling busi- 
ness for a hundred years before th« 
Arctic ice finally caught her. 


In 1S46 she was attacked by natives 


of a South sea island at which she 
had touched. The crew rallied to the 
defense with whaling guns, harpoons 
and ianees, but five of their number 
were killed and seven wounded be- 
fore two Xanrucket ships came up 
and rescued tbera. 


Duiiiig the Civil war there was 


both perilous and profitable work for 
the whalers. 
Confederate cruisers, 


particularly the Shenandoah and the 
Alabama, were raiding northern ship- 
ping. The Wings were advised to put 
rheir ships under the British fiag. "I'll 
send my ships out under the Stars 
and Stripes if every one is lost,'" de- 
clared William Wing. 


He did, and only one of theai was 


captured- 
The Shenaauoah overtook 


the ship Brunswick in the Arctic ia 
IS35 and burned her. OH brought 
home by the 14 Wing- vessels then in 
the trade gave the firm 2 profit cf 
§300,000 in the Civil war period.
